sik. It was natural that, after the 
excitement and ‘ exaggerated inflation of 
1876, the succeeding year should be one 
of disappointment and depression in the 
Silk trade. The years 1876 and 1877 
have almost repeated the experience of 
1856 and'1857. In both cases, asudden 
and great rise in the value of Silk gave 
enormous profits to all concerned in the 
trade, which in most instances were 
destined only to be swept away by the 





ing. reacti The r- 
ence has been that in the earlier years 
the fortunes of one season were lost in 
the next, while in the later the fluctu- 
ations were both more violent and more 
rapid, the rise and fall, although belong- 
ing to different years, coming within the 
limits of the same season. 

Apart from the fact that Silk had 
risen to an unusually high point, the 
causes of the recent great decline in 
value have been :— 


‘The conflict between political parties 
in France, which for months has paralysod 
her Sill trado ; 

‘The outbreak of war in Europe, which 
naturally stopped speculation on all 
markets ; 

‘The increase in supplies for export 
from the East in 1876-77 over original 
estimates, caused by the attraction of high 
prices. On this we remarked in our 
retrospect of 1876; 

And, lastly, the restriction of cor 
sumption resulting from high prices 
and from the discredit thrown on 
Silk fabrics by increasing adulteration in 
Europe. ‘The fulling-off in Silk consump- 
tion in England is shown by the follow- 
ing figures of deliveries of China Silk 
from the London warebouses :— 


6,634 Bales 
3,837, 
2,082, 


From Lyons, accurate figures are not 
easily obtainable ; but the decrease there 
appears to be even greater. 

‘The increasing sdulteration of Silk 
fabrics, which has been carried toa great 
extent’ in Lyons, has had the natural 
effect of reducing consumption, This 
subject hus Intely attracted much atten- 
tion in Europe, and has been fully dis- 
cussed in numerous letters to the 7imes, 
and in a leading article in that journal 
on 26th November Inst. If, as that 
article suggests, the Legislature should 
interfere to prevent the further sale of 
* solidified dye, supported by a slender 
frame-work of silken threads,” under the 
name of pure Silk Goods, we may hope 
that the result will be a healthier Silk 
trade in the future. 

The year 1877 opened with prices in 
Europe about 2s. below the highest 
spectilative point which they had touched 
three months before, the London quot- 
ation for Blue Elephant being about 26s. 
The Shanghai market was nearly on the 
same level, and the favourable position 
of statistics (had consumption been 
maintained on its previous scale) led to 
a considerable business here during 
January. This, however, was soon stopped 
by tho ‘rapid falling-off in European de- 
liveries. Month after month showed 
constantly diminishing Sgures, until in 
April, London deliveries had fallen to 

















1,200 bales v. 3,600.bales in the previo’ 
September. 

Prices here naturally fell as advices 
became worse and prospects darker. ‘The 
disturbed state of European politics 
added to the glcom, and when war broke 
out between Russia and Turkey in April, 
the value of Silk here showed a decline 
of about’ Tis. 170 per picul from the 
beginning of the year. It was natural 
that doubts should arise as to the ability 
of Silk holders to meet their engage- 
ments, and this led to a state of panic on 
all markets during the months of April, 
‘May and June, Almost every successive 
sale which was forced led to a further 
decline, and it became evident that the 
only remedy for the disastrous state into 
which the trade had fallen was an 
almost total stoppage of supplies. ‘This 
was carried ont by the China buy- 
ers with remarkable unanimity, and it 
was owing to their action that we then 
bad a fairly healthy and remunerative 
trade for the next four or five months. 

‘The Chinese, excited by the early 
results of the previous season, disro- 
garded the warnings given them by 
foreign buyers here, and opened the up- 
country markets in the end of May at 
‘Tis. 470 for Biue Elephant, or about 
20 per cent. above the prices ruling in 
Burope. Their leading argument for 
expecting to find buyers at this advance 
was that the crop here had been injured 
by weather, and was estimated at only 
55,000 hales, a deficiency of 15 a 20,000 
bales from the export figures. of the 
three preceding seasons. The effect, 
however, which this deficit would other- 
wise have had, was neutralised by the 
reduced figures of consumption. For 
nearly a month this market remained 
unopened, and for another month there 
were few or uo buyers at a reduction of 
about 10 per cent. from the opening 
rates up-country, say on the basis of 
Tis. 425 for Blue Elephants.  Sottle- 
ments here during June and July (in- 
cluding 1,200 bales_of old Taysnam and 
Yellow Silk) were “only 1,800 bales v. 
19,300 bales in the same two months 
of 1876. 

Prices then gradually fell, and in the 
Inst days of August they touched Tis. 
860 for Blue Elephant, a decline of I5 
per cent. from opening rates. ‘The Chi- 
nese, however, were reluctant to face the 
losses which they incurred by accepting 
the prices then ruling, and only those 
holders who were pressed for money 
would part with any of their Silk. Export 
consequently continued very small, and 
the European markets gradually righted 
themselves, as consumption, even on its 
reduced scale, was allowed to eat into 
the over-grown stocks. The sensitive. 
ness of this market to the first sign of 
improvement in Europe, was shown by 
the fact that in the first week of Sep- 
tember, as soon as telegrams reported 
a fractional recovery in Europe, prices 
here at once rose Tis. 40 per picul, 
to Tls. 400 for Blue Elephant, about 
which range they remained steady 
throughout September. Settlements 
continued very moderate, and the total 
for the first four months of the season was 
only 9,000 bales v. 53,200 bales in 1876. 
‘The 7,000 bales bought during August 
and September gave fair and in some cases 
very good results to shippers, and the 
business of these two months forms the 





only bright spot in the history of the 
year. 


During October, prices further ad- 
vanced to the level of opening rates, and 
the remaining months of the year have 
seen little fluctuation. There bave been 
alternate times of quietness and bursts 
of excited buying, the latter of which 
culminated in the third week of Decem- 
ber, when 9,000 bales were bought or 
contracted for in one week, being the 
equivalent of 2 months’ consumption in 
Europe. The M.M. str. Djemnah on 
21st December took 6,538. bales,: being, 
we believe, the largest cargo of Shang: 
bai Silk ever exported. The heavy 
shipments of November and December 
appear to have checked speculation on 
consuming markets, and prospects, 50 
far as can be seen at present, are not 
favourable for the large quantity of Silk 
afloat. 

‘The fluctuations during the year have 
been great, and the results to exporters 
must have been very chequered, The 
first four or five months entailed very 
heavy losses on. the shippers of the 
13,000 bales which then went forward, 
‘The first 2,000 bales of the new Senson 
covered cost, and the next 7,000 bales 
gave fair and in some cases handsome 
profits, Since then, the average result. on 
31,500 bales has probably been slight 
Joss. On the whole, therefore, the year 
1877 has been a most unfavourable one 
for shippers of Silk, and much of the 
profits of 1876 must have been lost. 

‘The class which has heen most in 
favour throughout the year, and which 
has uniformly given the ‘best results, 
has been common Tsatlee. The difference 
in value between a standard No. 4 and a 
common No. 5, which in January was 3s. 
a 4¢., has been contracted to 1s, 6d. a2s., 
and consequently the lower classes have 
paid profits at times when better Silke 
failed to cover cost. The cause of the 
favour shown .to common Tsatle> has 
probably been the adulteration of Silk 
Goods to which we have referred above, 
which has eunbled s fabric made from a 
soft and dall-coloured thread to be 
worked up to the brilliant appearance of 
one manufactured from superior Silk. 

The system of selling Silk to arrive 
by chop names under “firm offer,” 
had increased to a great extent in 
1876. In October, 1877, the Chineso 
Silk Guild recognised how much this 
system was against their interests and 
those of the trade generally. It gave 
exaggerated importance to chops which 
might, and often did, vary from one 
season to another, and thus led to 
constant disputes; it took away from 
holders the control of their stocks for 
week or more, and if a considerable rise 
or fall occurred during that time, there 
was too much room for suspicion of bad 
faith on one side or the other. The 
Guild, therefore, resolved on a rule which 
abolished this system, and their action 
was generally approved by foreign buyers. 
Unfortunately, however, as soon 98 the 
Chinese became anxious to sell, this 
rule was transgressed, at first, secretly, 
and then openly; and it is to be 
feared that, like many previous regula- 
tions of the Guild, it will be allowed to 
fall into abeyance. 5

‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reply 
to a question asked, stated that authentic 
information had beon received by tho 
Goyernment as to the conditions of peace. 
Russia demanded that Bulgaria should 
become autonomous as a tributary princi- 
pality under o Christian ruler, that Rou- 
mania, Montenegro, and Servia should be 
declared independent, and that administra- 
tivo autonomy should be granted to Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. The amount of indemnity 
is not yet arranged. An ulterior agreement 
is proposed, protecting Russian interests in 
the Straits. 

Sir Stafford Northcote also stated in: the 
‘House of Commons, that changes in South- 
East Europe affect European and. British 

interests, and that a separate treaty between. 
Russia aid Turkey is inadmissible. 

‘TheGovernmentrequireda vote of money, 
and a vote of confidence to give England 
suitable prestige at a European Conference. 

‘Tho debate on the Eastern Question in 














the House of Commons was adjourned until 
‘Thursday. 


The order for the British Squadron to 
enter the Dardanelles has been rescinded, 
as Russia and Turkey have agreed to refer 
the question of the nagivation of the Straits 
to a European Conference. 

The Russian Army is continuing its ad- 
vance on Constantinople. 

The French Mediterranean Squadron and 
an Italian Squadron have been sent to the 
Levant. 

Sst January. 

In the Houso of Commons a vote of want 
of confidence was proposed, and Mr. Forster 
moved its rejection. 

Mr. Cross said that the object of the 
Government was a lasting peace. 

‘The debate was adjourned till Friday.

‘The Times states that the Greck Chamber 
has approved a resolution of confidence, 
which is tantamount to a declaration of 
war.

‘Tho annual meeting of the Shanghai 
Race Club was held on the 30th January. A 
report is given elsewhere, from which it 
will be seen that the affairs of the Club, 
monetarily and otherwise, are in a 
flourishing condition. 

‘A meeting of shareholders in the Shang- 
hai Washing Company was called for 
the same evening, but there were not 
a sufficient number present to form a 
quorum. Mr. Meller, the Secretary, pro- 
duced plans of the proposed buildings, &c., 
and some practical suggestions were made 
as to the future progress of the Company, 
which may now be considered as fairly 
under way. 

‘The members of the Marine Engineers’ 
Institute held their second anniversary 
meeting on Tuesday evening. It was stated 
that there are at present 76 paying mem- 
bers on the books; and that the Institute 
possesses a library of 1,600 volumes. 

‘The Chinese New-Year holidays have 
passed off unusually quietly. It is said 
that, in consequence of hard times, dear 
rice and various untoward circumstances, 
the settling time has been rather a 
hard one with the Chinese, and that an 
unusual nember of accounts will have to be 
carried over. 

We have the Shanghai portion of the 
Customs Gazette for the last Quarter of 
1877. The import of Grey Shirtings 
(650,500 pieces) was little more than a 
third of that during the corresponding 
quarter of 1876 ; but then that Quarter was 
more than double either of the previous 
years. Shirtings of other kinds show a 
slight increase.—T-Cloths are sot down at 
532,447 pieces, against 764,532 ; the latter 
figure, however, being more than double 
that of the corresponding Quarter of 74, and 
considerable greater that 1875. English 
Drills and Jeans show 2 considerable de- 





erease ; American and Dutch an increaso, 
English Sheetings show a considerable in- 
crease, without, however, reaching nearly to 
tho limit of 1876. American Sheetings 
show a progress so marked as to be worth 
tabulating— 
Last Quarter 1874 1875 1876 1877 

200 16,000 45,400 91,383. 
Handkerchiefs quadrupled, reaching 176,000 © 
dozens. Woollens show an increase, in thé 
aggregate, of nearly 30,000 pieces; but 
considerable fluctuation in detail. The 
increase is in Lastings, Long Ells, and 
Lustres ; while Camlets, Stripes and Cloths, 
show a falling off. ‘The import of Iron was 
greater by 22,000 peculs than in 1876 ; that 
of Lead doubled. Opium varied only 500 
chests. Shipping shows a marked increase, 
both in numbers and tonnage. The Revenue 
was less by Tis. 88,000, than in 1876, but 
exactly equal to the corresponding Quarter 
of "75. 

It is reported that an effort will be made 
to induce the United States Government 
to hand over the surplus indemnity paid 
by China, on account of the Cantan troubles, 
to the Famine Relief Fund. ‘The sum in 
question is, we believe, about Tis. 200,000. 

The hearing of the cross suits, arising 
out of the collision between H.B.M.'s gun- 
boat Frolic and the ‘steamer Dragon, in 
August last, has occupied H,B.M.’sSupreme 
Court for three days. R. A. Mowat, 
Esq., Acting Judge, presides, and ho has 
Captain E, Coleman, of the P, and 0. 
Mongotia., and Captain Shellard, of the P. 
and 0. str. Indus, as Assessors, Four 
legal gentlemen are engaged’ in the case, 
two on each side. The case of tho Frolic 
was concluded Tuesday and will be found 
below. ‘That of the Dragon will appear 
in our next issue. 

Referring again to the now Consular 
appointments, the L. dC. Express says, “Wo 
now learn that Mr. W. M. Cooper, not 
Mr, ©. T. Gardner, will go to Ningpo, the 
latter gentleman being appointed Consul at 
Kiungchow, and Mr. Georgo Phillips (men- 
tioned as going to Kiungchow) being ap- 
pointed Consul at Kiukiang. With theso 
alterations, it says, the list as already 
published is correct. ‘The examination of 
student interpreters fur China and Japan 
will be held early next year.” 

‘Tho L. & C. Express understands that the 
Liverpool Chamber of Commerce intends 
to petition the Government to’ ratify the 
Chefoo Convention, 

A correspondent calls attention to an 
undoubted grievance, which is becoming 
more and more noteivorthy as the 
number of Chinego carriages in the Settle 
ment increases. Often the drivers seem to 
be native visitors who have never had 
reins in their hand before: often, when 
there is a mafoo on the carriage he is 
seated on the side, where he cannot see, or 
hauging behind supervising the eccent- 
ricities of the acting Jehu. Often the ponies 
are in such poor condition that they would 
scarcely escape interference from an Agent 
of a Society for the prevention of cruelty ; 
and still more often they are overloaded. 
‘Wo commend the whole matter to the 
attention of the Council and the Police. 
There are plenty of very decent carriages 
plying for hire among the Chinese ; but 
there are also many othermrise.

‘that they afforded much gratification in 
return, Tho British Consul, Mr. Alabaster, 
received a full saluto on visiting Admiral 

> Patterson ; next, tho American officers were 
fostively entertained at the British Con- 
sulate, the evening being concluded by = 
all, the Tennessee band being occupied 

there the whole time. Then, there was a 
sumptuous tiffin on board the American 
fiagehip, followed by a reception and dance, 
which drew out all Amoy. It being 
aco wook, the Tennessee band rendered 
additional favours at the Grand Stand. 
Other feasts and other dances rendered the 
atay of the vessel a period of unusual 
enjoyment and gaiety at Amoy, which 
guosts and hosts will not soon forget. 

Information has been received of the loss 

of the O.Bf. Co.'s ate. Howsang, on Dodd’s 
Inland, off Amoy. ‘The steamer Fuyew, 
which arrived from Hongkong yesterday 
afternoon, brought the following details. 
On Fobruary 2nd, at 6.30 a.m., Chapel 
Inland bearing N.N.W. about 2 miles, 
observed a rocket and signal “want im- 
mediate assistance.” Despatched a boat to 

the Island and found there Mr. Moerck, 
Sra Enginees, and nine Chinese, being part 
of the crew of the s.s. Howsang, who 
reported that the Howsang had struck the 
shore and foundered on the night of 
January Bist; that they had landed on 
Chapel Island on the morning of February 
Jat, and believed the remaining crew 
and passengers hiad taken to the boats and 
steered for Amoy. Brought them off to 
the ship and proceeded to Amoy, arriving 
there at 9.15. Found there Captain 
Lamont and the remaining passengers and 
crew with the exception of Mr. Elwood, the 
Chief Officer, who was reported to have 
been drowned. Took the survivors on 
board, and came on to Shanghai. 

‘The steamer Kiangfvo reports that, on the 
Bist ult., the water mark at Hankow was 
2 feot 4 inches ; at Hunter Island, in the 
“eft Bluff channel, 10 feet ; and az Olyphant 
Island Crossing 14 fect. Some of the 

» steamers are now unable to proceed further 
than Kiukiang. 

An accident occurred on board tho 
P. & O. steamer Indus, during her passage 
up from Hongkong. ‘The Chief Officer, 
Mr. W. J. Webber, fell from the upper 
orlop deck to the lower orlop deck, 3 
distance of twelve feet, sustaining injuries 
which necessitated his removal to the 
‘Hospital on the arrival of the vessel here. 

‘The English mail left Hongkong 4 hours 
after the -Yangtse, and succeeded in landing 
her mails more than 48 hours before her ; 
thus gaining nine days on the run out from 
Europe. 

‘We have received a letter from the Pres- 
ident of the Lyons Geographical Society, 
stating that the Provincial Congress of 
Orientalists will hold its annual session, in 
that city, in August next. “Everything 
leads to the hope that a large number 

* of savants will strive to take part in its 
lnbours, or at least to send interesting 
communications. Religious questions are 




















expected to be largely debated, as the 
Presidency of the local Committee will 
probably be given to M. Emile Guimet, 
who has been charged by the Government 
with ascientific mission, and has visited the 
Far East and studied the several cults.” 
‘A large share however will be reserved to 
geographical science; and wo are asked 
to communicate to those who might be 
ready to interest themselves in the work, 
the wish of the Society to receive com- 
munications, which will be presented to the 
‘assembly and reported on in its Journal. 

‘Wo have to acknowledge a volume of tho 
Gustoms Medical Reports for the half-year 
ended 30th September last. 

‘We have to acknowledge a Hong List 
and Directory for Japan, issued from tho 
Japan Gazette office. It seems carefully 
arranged, and contains among other appen- 
dices a reprint of the Austro-Hungarian 
treaty with Japan, which has been selected as 
‘compendium of theprivileges acquired, and 
of the rules and conditions to be observed 
by foreigners of all nationalities in Japan. 

We direct our readers’ attention to 
the marked difference in the wording of 
Reuter’s telegrams of the 17th and 18th 
January, as given in the Straits Times, 
and as they were given to Shanghai 
—in the case of the sentences which wo 
print in Italics. We were told, here, that 
“Lord Salisbury waives the idea that the 
war will approach localities defined as con- 
nected with the interests of England. 
‘The Straits Times’ version, which atoncecom- 
mends itself as the true one, is diametrically 
opposite. In it, Lord Salisbury is made to 
say that “the waves of war now approach. 
‘the localities defined as affecting British 
interes 

Wo are glad to learn from telegrams of 
the 2nd and 3rd February, that terms of 
a general basis for an armistice and peace 
have been agreed on between Russia and 
Turkey, and that hostilities have ceased. 
Tt remains to be seen whether the European 
Powers can agree, at the inevitable Con- 
ference, on terms of definite peace. 

The Darjeeling paper, writing on a 
recent wholesale destruction of damaged 
tea in Calcutta, regrets “‘that the sanitary 
authorities of London cannot deal with 
deleterious tea in the same sharp, short, 
and decisive manner,” and believes that, 
“Gif half the China tea, unfit for human 
consumption, imported into London every 
year, were seized and condemned at once, 
the China trade would soon collapse alto- 
gether !” Possibly, as the Daily Press 
remarks, the wish in this case is parent to 
the belief. 

‘The Peking Gazette of the Srd January 
records the successful advance of the 
Chinese into Kashgaris, and the capture 
of Aksu and Ush, which we mentioned 
afortnight ago. The Emperor expresses 
decorous satisfaction with the conduct 
of the troops, and actually permits the 
General who directed this dashing move- 
ment, to “vacate his post as a Taotai and 
become expectant of appointment to office 
in the rank of sub-Director of a minor 
metropolitan department of the third 
grade.” ! Who shall say, after this, that the 
Imperial Government fails to reward merit ? 

The same Gazette contains a very pertin- 

















‘ent memorial from the Viceroy of Nanking, 


pointing out the impolicy of troating 
corpse-examiners and police as vile in de- 
gree and unworthy of advancement. It is 
really tho corpse-examiner who has the 
most to say at an inquest, and the police- 
man is as worthy of consideration and 
promotion as a soldier. To set down those 
pursuits as degraded, is to risk their being 
filled by inofficient men. Hoe advises, ac- 
cordingly, that corpse-cxaminers be allowed 
opportunity of obtaining official advance- 
ment, and that policomen be placed on the 
same footing in this respect as soldiers. 

‘A docres is published in the Gazette of 
e 4th January, in view of the protracted 
absence of moisture, ordaining a farther 
series of intercessory services, to pray for 
snow. The Emperor will himself, as usual, 
offer inconso at the Ta Kao Tien. 

‘The same Gazette contains an sppoa, 
against what looks, on the -faco of the 
statement, a gross caso of official combina- 
tion to shield a guilty confrbro and dofeat 
justice. But appeals themselves are s 
times got up as a means to injure others, 
and it is of course possible that may be 
tho case here. 

Our Trentsnx correspondent gives some 
further details of the terrible catastropho 
which he recorded in his last lotter. ‘The 
number of deaths is now sot down at from 
1,200 to 1,500.—The winter is apoken of ax 
the worst known in the history of the place 
as an open port. ‘The mercury has not boon 
so low as it sometimes is ; but there havo 
boon constant winds and a succession of 
cloudy dark days not usual to the place. 
—Tho Municipal Council havo boon talking 
of a Public Hall, but it is doubtful if 
funds will be forthcoming. A Recreation 
Ground has also been mooted, but it is 
likewise rather doubtful. 

The Yesso engineers (Bernard and King) 
have been sentenced by the Honaxoxa 
Court to four and three months’ imprison- 
ment respectively; the judge remarking 
that the sentence was not to be taken asa 
precedent, nor if another similar accident 
occurred, was it to be assumed an equally 
light one would be passed.—The Yesso has 
secured a large number of Chinese passen- 
gers, which speaks well for the good sense 
of the natives.—The Daily Press notes that 
the steamship JVashi, Captain Hunter, has 
made a splendid run to Haiphong and back. 
From the time she let go the buoy in Hong- 
kong, stopping three days in Haiphong 
loading with gambier, tin, and a large 
quantity of ‘silk, until her arrival in Hong- 
kong again, was eight days and thirty 
minutes. It is interesting to note the 
development of this Haiphong trade.— 
The Press hears that the revival of the 
voluntesr movement in Hongkong has been 
spoken of in influential quarters, lately.— 
The China Mail says the prospectus of a 
now Sugar Company, having for its object 
the purchase and working of the present 
works at East Point, including purchase of 
the buildings, will be issued immediately. 
Sugar would seem to be fast becoming an 
important factor in our total trade with 











China, and certainly in that of colonial 
industries. —The $16,000 prize of the Manila 
Lottery has again come to Hongkong. Half 
of the sum has fallen to onv, while other, 
persons share in the other helf. ~”

‘NEW BULES FOR TRANSIT PASSES (OUTWARDS) 
AT CHINEIANG. 


Tux great defect in tho Treaty of 
Tientsin, and one which has been 
unfortunately carried into both the 
subsequent Conventions which have 
attempted to amend it, has been the 
substitution of implied ownership in 
the cleuses relating to transit passes, 
for the clear and distinet recognition in 
the earlier Treaty that the goods, not 
the ownership, were entitled to ex- 
emption from illegal dut We have 
over and over again pointed out the 
abuses to which this system was bound 
to lead, and shown low the animad- 
versions on British merchants arose 
from a condition of affairs to which the 
framers of that Troaty had direotly 
contributed. More especially was this 
the case with regard to transit. passes 
outwards, where the vague wording of 
the ‘Treaty led to rules requiring a 
declaration of ownership—which rules, 
in the most recent attempt at a settle 
ment, the Convention of Chefoo, have 
boon placed in the body of thearticle, It 
is, undor these circumstances, the more 
satisfactory to observe that the first 
reasonable attempt to get rid of the 
objectionable portions of these stipula- 
tions has proceeded, not from external 
ces but from the Chinese them- 
aud is contained in a body of 
Proposed regulations for the port of 
Chinkiang, issued under the authority 
of the Maritime Customs. In the 
North-Ohina Herald of the 11th 
September, 1875, writing on this very 
question, we made the remark that, a8 
there wore other ways of killing a dog 
besides hanging him, so there were 
other means of stopping an import trade 
besides placing direct obstructions in 
ite way, At Chinkiang this result was 
most effectually obtained by preventing 
the access of goods from the interior 
on native account, by excessive duties 
amounting to 80 % or 40% on their 
value, and by placing such restrictions 
on the issue of transit passes outwards, 
throngh foreigners, that practically the 
rogulations became inoperative. An 
extraordinary inorease bad taken place 
in the import trade of Chinkiang when 
for time the issue of transit passes 
outward had beon facilitated, aud on 
the withdrawal of that privilege a re- 
totion had set in which has lasted up 
to the present time. Although the 
argument post hoc, propter hoc, is not 
invariably sound, in this instauce the 
induction as to the true cause of the, 
temporary prosperity and subsequent 
collapse of the trade of the port is 
beyond question. We pointed out in 
the article that “no large foreign trade 
can be conducted without « sound con- 
dition of the home market; and the 
trade in cotton goods is really liable to 
be more seriously affected by the stop- 
page of the internal trade of the 
country than even by continued levies 


























on the goods themselves.” The con- 
tinued decay of the port is the best 
proof of the trath of our arguments. 
So steady has been this decay, ap- 
parently outatripping the intention of 
those who originated it, that the newly- 
proposed regalations will have an i 
creased value should they result in turn- 
ing the tide, In principle they seem to 
meet most of the glaring defects of the 
older rules. For the declaration of 
ownership, which could practically not 
be tratbfally given, as the passes have 
to be taken ont before the goods were 
really bought, it is proposed to sub- 
stitute a bond to observe the stipu- 
lations, which are few and simple. First, 
as to time, that they shall only be avai 
able for one year after date of issue; 
and secondly, that the goods shalll be re- 
exported to @ foreign port. In the latter 
case reasonable facilities being offered 
for examinatiou, re-valuation, and if 
necessary repacking, and due allowance 
being made for cases of failure to 
arrive beyond the power of the applic- 
ant to remedy. In the event of the 
goods not being suitable for export, 
they may be disposed of nt the port on 
paying in addition to the transit foes 
eum equal to double the ordinary 
axport duty. Harsh as this latter role 
eppeats, and probably capable of ame- 
Tioration after some experience of the 
practical working of the roles has been 
had, it is yet mild in comparison with the 
dues which at present have to be paid on 
produce coming down to the port ; and 
it is supposed that with respect to 
some of the articles arriving it will be 
to a considerable extent availed of. 
Those interested in the commerce of 
China at large will not have failed to 
notice the development in the trade in 
what is contemptuously known as 
“track,” comprising articles beyond 
the noble staples of tea aud silk, such 
as hides, horns, lily flowers, bean oil, 
straw braid, tallow, &c., é&. The 
development of this trade will largely 
benefit the districts in the interior 
north of the river Yangtsze, which 
hitherto have failed to find an outlet 
for their spare produce owing to the 
difficulties placed in the way of its 
conveyance to a port of export. It is 
hoped that the establishment of the 
new system will tond to increase this 
now business, and also to remove the 
state of practical isolation in which 
the greater part of Northern China is 
at present kept. It is palpable, even 
to the Chinese authorities themselves, 
that this condition of affairs has con- 
duced largely to the severity of the 
present famine. We hope the pro- 
posed amended regulations as to ex- 
porta will prove only the first in a 
series of wholesome changes. 




















‘THE TELEPHONE. 


Ir is seldom or never that Progress 
takes a stride of importance without 





orushing as many under her feet as 
she benefits, The sewing machine 
may be instanced as having at ite 


birth caused suffering and loss of em. 
ployment to thousands, directly ; but 
indirectly it has benefited the world 
to much greater extent. In fact, it 
may be said that sume one class at 
least must suffer whenever the world 
at large gains a benefit from acientific 
or practical advance. It is as well, 
therefore, after accepting the Telephone 
8 an accomplished practical fact, to 
ponder upon the revolution it will 
create in the world’s communication 
and the condition of those employed 
in it. The first great losses will evid. 
ently be felt by the instrument makers, 
In England, France, and America it 
is no uncommon thing for Telegraph 
instrument makers to employ. froin 
100 to 500 hands, many of them 
being finishers, burnishers, and Ino- 
querers, perfection in whose speciality 
commands high wages. The occupa. 
tion, too, of the designing aud practical 
mechanic is jeopardized, if not lust ; 
while the battery makers sustain 
equally their share in the down-fall, 
But the heaviest loss of all, from the 
employment of the ‘I'eleplione, will 
fall on the operator. The man who 
began say as a message boy, aud has 
risen from thence to office boy, assist- 
ant, clerk in charge, aud finally to 
first class or expert operator on the 
“Mirror” or “ Recorder,"—to attain 
which years of unceasing application - 
ere necessary—will find them result in 
nothing but uselessness, and himself 
be compelled to begin again at the 
bottom step of another ladder of life, 
It is estimated that some 150 millions 
sterling are invested in England alone 
in Telegraph enterprise, and any fact 
which would radically change the 
working of establishments of such 
value must entail Joss and privation to 
thousands. 

On the other hand, the Telephone 
will bring employment to thousands, 
Its use will cheapen aud thus promote 
lines of telegraph, especially for social 
purposes, whilst for commercial use, on 
account of the rapidity of its communi. 
cation, a class of shorthand writers and 
translators will be required, the oreation 
of which will not take many years, and 
will also afford employment to five or 
six persons to replace the previous 
operator. To large manufacturing firms 
such as Siemen’s, the Telegraph Con- 
struction and Maintenance Co. and 
others whose influence enables them to 
promote companies for which they 
manufacture cables and line material, 
the Telephone will undoubtedly bring 
good fortune. True, their instrament 
workshops will be abandoned to “clock- 
work and bells;” for the Telephone 
will, we expect, for many years to come 
require an alarm of some kind ; but the 
Telephones themselves will doubtless 
become in time a daily want; and the 
high-priced mechanics, whose pride waa 
in their work, will now be reduced to 
turning out the “penny trumpets by 
the gross.” The engineer and elect- 
rician will remain on about the same 
rung of the ladder he now occupies— 
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greater attention to insalation of land 
Tine ‘and cables will'be necessary ; and 
the problem of how to avoid or press 
into service those bugbears of tele- 
grapby—earth, induced currents and in- 
ductive capacity, will demand greater 
attention than ever. 

‘Most of us probably remember one 
of Leech’s sketches published some 
years ago in Punch, in which tho 
“Alarming effects of the Gold-diggings” 
is represented by a street vendor who 
offers a snuff box to the small boys of 
that day, crying “Here you are! A 
he'porth of snuff and & gold snuft 
box for a penny.” It has been 


‘recalled to our minds by the ory of the 


tolophone-monger who offers, 80 it is 
currently reported, “two telephones and 
two hundred miles of wire for two 
dollars and a half.” That this can 
possibly bo the case is only more 
astonishing than tho fact that we have 
‘mot several persons hitherto supposed to 
be clever and intelligent, who gravely 
assure us that they have ordered 
the ten shillings’ worth described. 
‘That the Telephone will bo vulgarised, 
or popularised, is beyond doubt. It 
requires no special knowledge to make 
it so that it will speak; but to make 
@ Telephone proper that will work 
through all circuits required for the 
performance of public business, is a 
matter requiring the greatest possible 
nicety, skill, and attention, and has, 
in fact, -yet to be accomplished. 
It must not be assumed that every man 
who makes a Telephone has the whole 
science and practice of electricity at 








» his 'finger-onds ; and the electrician and 


telegraph engineer proper is as far 
removed from him, as is the accom- 
plished chemist from the man who is 
the fortunate possessor of guinea box 
of chomicals, 





THE POSITION IN EUROPE. 


‘Tax recent telegrams from Europe aro 
amongst the most perplexing that wo 
have ever received. The plot is becom. 
ing intricate beyond description, and 
the interests of the contending parties 
are apparently entangled in- a knot 
hard to untie, Of course the readers 
of the telegrams interpret them accord. 
ing to their peculiar bias. Last 
week, the Liberals conceived that the 
English Cabiuet has never been at 





unity in itaelf, but that Lord Beacons. | read. 


field lias been throughout in favour 
of a more daring and belligerent 
policy than his Foreign Secretary, Lord 
Derby; and they affirmed that the 
Premier bas acted with so much rash- 
ness, and has committed the country so 
far to a warlike policy, that Lord Derby 
has grown tired of vain attempts at 
keeping the peace; and, resolved to have 
no hand in the commencement of a 
terrible war, sent in his resignation. 
This, likes many Liberal theories, was 
perfectly consistent in itself, and only 
wanted the one basis of fact; for, lo! 
suddenly, just when the Minister sup- 
posed to be most incliied for war was 


master of the situation, peace is de- 
clered to be imminent. The telegram of 
‘Monday upsets all theories built on the 
telegram of Saturday. On the other 
hand the Tories, or those of them whose 
views are represented by the Pall Mall 
Gazette, hold that after all what is done 
in Europe is of secondary importance, 
for that it behoves us to exercise the 
greatest vigilance as to Russian move- 
ments in Asi These doctrines are 
ridiculed by Lord Derby, and the danger 
to India which Tories fear is treated 
with cold contempt. 

‘We fear that, in spite of assurances 
received some days ago, we must con 
clade that there isa split and a very 
serious one in the Cabinet. For some- 
time, whenever Lord Beaconsfield has 
spoken with vigour and determination, 
Lord Dexdy, with an affectation of cold 
indifference, has endeavoured to explain 
away his chief's language, and to bring 
the matter down to a commonplace 
level, by some homely illustration or 
covert sneer at excited feelings. We 
confess, though for a certain order of 
minds there is always an irresistible 
fascination in the cynical depreciation 
of zeal, we have an uncomfortable im- 
pression that, if ever a crisis demanded 
strong words and firm action, it is the 
present crisis. Too much zeal may bo 
occasionally objectionable, but the at- 
titude which porsists in looking away 
from the peril in front of us is surely 
a dangerons attitude fora statesman. 
The spirit we are most disposed to 
dread is the irit which is very rife, 
and which we will name, for want of a 
better phrase, political Calvinism. The 
two ideas which make up the Calvinism 
of the theologian are favouritism and 
fatality Now, it will be seen on 
examination that these two ideas are 
prominent in nearly all the writings of 
the Russophils. We hear it alleged 
that it is no use attempting to check 
the armies of Alexander, or the People 
of Alexander—that they want ‘moro 
seaboard, and that it is idle to imagine 
we can prevent them from gotting 
it. They are a power too vast to be 
restrained within their present narrow 
(?) limite, but burat out they assuredly 
will. Now, we confess that, though 
clothed in impressive language, we 
rebel to believe this doctrine. If we 
once admitted it, we should have to 
unlearn all the history wo have over 

Aggressive invasions have over 
and over again been resisted by small 
numbers, Overbearing conquerors 
have on many memorable occasions 
been sent “ bootless home and weather- 
beaten back.” There is no necessity 
for Russia to have more seaboard yet. 
She has quite enough to do in educat. 
ing and civilizing her peasantry. In- 
stead of dreams of Slavic empire, she 
bad much better devote herself to the 
task of civilizing her millions. The 
lust for additional territory is no proof 
that she should be given any. On the 
contrary, if she is unable to restrain 
her greed of empire, she is not sufi- 
ciently civilized to be allowed facilities 























for fresh encroachments, The later 
telegrams are perplexing, and we can 
form no clear idea as to the terms of 
the pence, but we are convinced that, if 
those terms humiliate and despoil 
Tarkey, the Powers who consent to 
them will bitterly repent it.

Ir may be most fitting to fill the columns 
of a newspaper published in China 
with articles relating to Chinese sub. 
jects, but the absorbing interest of the 
events now being transacted in Hastern 
Europe is a sufficient excuse for turn. 
ing our attention in that direction, 
Over and over again in the history of 
the world, men’s eyes have been fixed 
upon Stamboul, aud nover perhaps with 
more strained and eager attention than 
at present. The second sceno of the 
drama to which we referred lately, is 
occupying the audience ; and the action 
is transacted in a Council Chamber, not 
on a battlefield. Aud in the great 
debate we shall hear undoubtedly the 
voice of England. What will sho say ? 
Will sho appear as pro Russian, as 
‘Mr. Gladstone and his following of 
ritualist clergy desire, or will she ap- 
pear consistent with herself P 

Tt seems that what has been pro- 
posed has proved distasteful to Lord 
Derby and Lord Carnarvon. This 
is not to be wondered at. For 
many years Lord Derby has been un- 
certain whether to give his influential 
name to the Tory or Whig ranks, His 
considerate and somewhat chilly tem- 
perament bas always shrunk from 
downright avowals of conviction, and 
he was never at home when strong 
measures were in contemplation. His 
example has lately been followed by 
Lord Carnarvon, and now it is clear 
that Lords Beaconsfield and Salisbury 
and Sir Stafford Northcote will have to 
bear the brant of responsibility. They 
will probably be equal to the occasion, 
and we may expect that an unexpeoted 
pressure has been brought to bear on, 
‘Russia, and that she has been epoken 
to in language that has been perfectly 
diplomatic and courteous, but absolutely 
firm, Though the phrase “British 
interests” has become a jest to those 
who ridicule the present Government, 
we: expect that Lord Beaconsfield’s 
definition of the expression has been 
extremely clear and precise. 

And this will be a gain. At all events 
something definite will be done, Any- 
thing is better than to see Europe kept in 
8 perpetual state of alarm by threats of 
ruthless violence, and to be paralyzed 
by the benumbing doctrine that all 
individual resistance will be vain, for 
that soon or late the eagle must descend 
upon the quarry, and the Nortbern 
hosts overwhelm the fair provinces of 
Southern Europe. It is far wiser to 
make every effort that military science 
and diplomacy can suggest to keep 
this formidable Power within her 








boundaries, until her peopleareeducated 
enough to know that their interests do 
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not consist in grasping more territory ; 
or, to, tell the truth, until the Russian 
‘people ‘ate ‘allowed to'have, as the Turks 
aléeddy are beginning to Tiave, a voice 
in the management of their own affairs, 
and some little control over their 
‘destinies. The object of the nations 
who ‘bear the world in hand ond are 
actuated ‘by the Tove of justice and 
honour, should undoubtedly be to seck 
the development of nations, not the 
glory ‘of dynasties. It'may be for tho 
honour ‘and glory of Alexander or 
Nicholas to extend the boundaries of 
‘empire, ‘ind to have the history of their 
reigns illustrated by ‘tlie uarratives of 
‘successful battles ; ‘but it will be for the 
interest of the Russian peasants, whom 
the Czar'rules, tocompel him to regard 
thems haman beings who have rights 
and claims on the ‘consideration of 
humanity, and not to view them as 
serfs, emancipated porkaps from the 
lash and the chain, but not emancipated 
from the cénsoription which drags 
them to ‘be massacred in thousands 
whenover they ask ‘for a little more 





liberty, or try to raise thei voices above | than 


the whisper of terror, or to lift them 
in any notes save those of servile 
‘fisttery. The greatest enemies to the 
Risssian people are thoso who encourage 
the ambition of their Rulers; and those 
who encourage the ambition of their 
Riilers sire those who succumb to tho 
theory of political fatalism, which 
makes Providence the author of a 
‘favoured nation clauso very little 
consonant with morality, If once the 
doctrine spreads, that any big and 
awbitious Empire has, in virtue of its 
bigness and ambition, a right to conquer 
and ‘extend itself, we shall abrogate 
‘the oiglith commandmotit and introdace 
a doctrine into politics which will be 
fatal to the freedom and the progress 
of mankind. We hope, though it is 
ypossible to conjecture the meaning 
Of the telegraphic ‘enigmas propounded 
tous, that such a check may be given 
to Russia.

‘YOKOHAMA. 


‘Various rumours have of late beon rife 
of the hostility of feeling in Corea towards 
tho Japanese, and of the unwillingness on 
the part of that Government to open any 
new ports for Japanese trade. The Akébono 
Shimbun now states that the delay in open- 
ing the fresh ports, which it was arranged 
was to be done in September last, did not 
arise from any indisposition of the Corean 
Government to act up to its agreement in 
this respect, but has been caused solely 
by the necessity of having the harbours 
thoroughly surveyed. Owing to the war 
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in Kiushiu, these surveys could not be 
undertaken last year, as the services, of all 
vessels were required in the South, and 
the men-of-war necessary to carry out the 
work could not be spared. The surveys 
will now doubtless be made with as little 
Joss of time as possible, as it appears to be 
the intention of Japan to extend her com- 
merce with Corea by all possible means. 

‘The Gazette says that, on the 18th ult., 
the Tokio Yomiuri Shinbun stated that a 
notification, issued by the Prime Minister, 
exhorts the people of Japan to abstain, as 

“far as possible, from the use of imported 
articles, which they should endeavour to 
replace by goods of native manufacture, 
no matter how much higher the price of 
the latter may be,—Several Government 
works are now in’ contemplation, among 
others the new palace for the Emperor 
within the walls of the castle of Yedo, the 
Foreign Office, a permanent exhibition 
building at Uyeno, and police stations and 
schools throughout the country. The 
authorities are naturally anxious that these 
edifices should be as strong, durable, and 
fire-proof as possible, and are paying parti- 
cular attention to the materials of construe- 
tion, ‘They aro further encouraging, as far 
as they can, solidity of structuro in private 
houses, as may be seen exemplified in many 
new streets in Tokio, Tho Gazette hails 
these facts as indicative of the desire of the 
authorities to set an example to private 
builders, so as to inaugurate a reformation 
in domesticarchitecture, an? gradually brin 
about the substitution of more substanti 
dwellings than the presont wood and paper 
structures.—Winter has been severe in 
Yokohama and neighbourhood. Much 
snow has fallen, and continued frost has 
given opportunity for skating, to facilitate 
which a skating-rink was made on the Rifle 
Range, and afforded fair skating. Several 
ladies were frequent visitors.—The Japan- 
eso mon-of-war, Sciki_ Kuwan, Captain 
Tnouye, bound’ for Europe ;" and the 
‘Tsukuba Kuwan, on an Australian cruise, 
left the harbour on the afternoon of the 
17th ult.—In Nippon Notes, the Gazctte 
translates from the native papers the fol 
lowing items :—The 23rd ult. was the day 
appointed for the official opening of the 
Agricultural College on the plain of Koma- 
ba-no. ‘This plain is an extensive area of 
Jand situated to the North-West of Tokio. 
Its extremities are invisible to the eye, as 
hills and forests dot its surface here and 
there. During the reign of the Shoguns, 
the plain of Komaba-no was. us 
a review ground for the troops ; but on the 
ostablishment of the present Government 
these warlike amusements were no longer 
catried on there. In July, 1877, the con- 
struction of an Agricultural College was 
commenced by the Industrial Bureau. 
Forests were cut down, and hills were 
made to disnppear. ‘The’ College consists 
of tivo large buildings and several smaller 
ones, all built according to foreign 
style of architecture.

Kung-ying, at 
the instigation of the latter’s wife, "his 
paramour, The sentence submitted is 
confirmed, viz., that tho guilty woman be 
forthwith executed by the ling-ch’e process 
(licing to death), and Chu Kung-yun be 
forthwith decaptiated, In the Board's 
memorial the name of the Governor-General 
of Hupeh, Li Han-chang, is written errone- 
ously as Li Hol-nien. ‘This is a gross act 
of carelessness. Let the name of the Secre- 
tary in charge of this report be ascertained 
and handed to the Board of Civil Office 
for the adjudication of a penalty. Penal 
ties are furthermore to be adjudged 
‘inst the superior officers at the head of 
ie department. 

Jan, 2nd.) A decree, Let Li Yuan- 
ha vacate his office as Lieutenant-Governor 
‘of Shantung, and come to Peking to await 
other employment.

He sees his subor- 
dinates on business in his sleeping apart- 
ment, and with the exception of such 
matters the decision npon which is given in 
his own hand, he is unable to attend por- 
sonally to affairs, He is now constrained 
to ask a.congé of one month, to enable him 
to devote himself to the care of his health, 
—Granted by rescript. : 

(@) Shén Pao-chéng, Governor-General of 
the Two-kiang, memorializes soliciting an 
alteration in the mode of treatment at 
present extended by law to the two 


classes of persons known as Wu-tso VEE 
(corpse examiners) and ma-k’wai 

(constables, or thief-takers), as a matter of 
importance to the interests of good govern- 
ment. He represents the’ impossibility of 
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either honesty or efficiency from 
these classes of employés, whose functions 
aro nevertheless extremely important, so 
Tong as they are treated aa vile in degree 
unworthy of advancement. That the 
offapring of courtesans and players should 
be debarred from honourable careers i 
‘8 condition from which those exposed to it 
have no recourse; but in the case of 
individuals employed in the service of 
public departments, however much their’ 
‘occupations may be of a sordid and labori- 
ous nature, yet the business in which their 
daily lives are spent is, after all, tho service 
either of the state or of the people. It is 
an impossibility to dispense with their 
presence in any part of the Empire ; and 
under these circumstances is it not a con- 
tradiction to the endeavour to obtain purity 
of government that such individuals should 
be cut off from the privileges of their fellow 
men even before they have committed a 
wrongful act? Moreover, the fact should 
be considered that no uneducated person 
can fulfil the functions of a corpse-examiner, 
and that no one who is not qualified to 
nerve in the profession of arms can dis- 
charge the duties of a police constable. In 
respect of the former class, the decision in 
cases of murder wholly depends upon the 
report as to the wounds upon the body 
under view. If any mis-statement be made 
in this respect, Rhadamanthus himself 
would be at fault. ‘The manual of the 
corpse-examiner (Si Yiian uh) is a work 
of a very profound nature, and its 
contents te not indiscriminately to be 
rolied upon, It requires to be construed 
with intelligence. Where men who have 
taken high literary degrees, and official 
writers of respectable position after toilin 
over the work by day and night, may wel 
shrink back affrighted by its difficulties, if 
a corpse-examiner, devoid of all feeling of 
self-respect, falsifies evidenco and makes 
right into wrong, where shall the injured 
party look for "reiress?—On_ the other 
and, as regards the class of police-con- 
stables, the risks they are called upon to 
run in the execution of warrants of arrest 
are on a par with those which a soldier 
faces in battle. If such men be weak and 
timid, it were folly to expect them to per- 
sonify the terror of the Inw, oF to ho} 
that the streets and market-places will be 
otherwise than dens of thieves. It has 
been observed that, since the corpse- 
examiner traffics in his inquest, and the 
constable in matters of judicial process, 
were openings of advancement now to be 
afforded to such men, it would be tant- 
amount to encouraging the breed of tigers 
and adding the means of flight to their 
powers, In answer to this objection, it 
may be urged that the opportunities of ‘the 
itcrary career are not abolished because 
tion is undeniably fomented here and 
thero by graduates, nor are the soldiery 
ebarred from promotion because outrag: 
aro committed from time to time by the 
military. The memorialist would there- 
fore urge that the class of corpse-examiners 
may be admitted to an equal statns with 
that of the clerks—shw-li i—em- 
ployed in the judicial department of the 
magistracies, as regards the opportunity of 
obtaining official advancement, and that 
police-constables be similarly placed on the 
footing enjoyed in this respect by the 
soldiery. By so doing, the inborn sense 
of right may be awakened within them, 
and they may be led by a sentiment of self 
respect to develope a regard-for honourable 
conduct, such as must prove conducive to 
the interests of reform in the manner of 
dealing with cases of homicide and of 
robbery and brigandage.—Roseript : Let 
the Boards concerned consider and report 
to Us.

‘The complain- 
ant, who ia 87 years of age and the mo er of 
1s former General-in-chief of the land forces 
in Fohkien, who lost his life in the oper- 
ations against the rebels at Changchow in 
1864, repeats the wording of her previous 
allegations, a8 published in the Gazette of 
30th March, 1876. Her complaint is to 
the effect that her second son, Lin Wén- 
ming was murdered in 1869 by the then 
Prefect, Ling Ting-kwoh, in combination 
with the Magistrate of the Chang-hwa 
district, Wang Wén-k'i by name, after an 
ineffectual attempt on the part of Lin; 
Ting-kwoh, to squeeze him of a sum o 
$8,000, with which intent a document 
hearing the seal of the then Taotai of 
Formosa, Li Chao-t’ang (at present Taotai 
at Tientsin), threatening him with death, 
was produced. After a succession of 
abortive attempts to obtain justice from 
the provincial government, ‘appeal was 
lodged at Peking in 1876, and upon this 
fa decree was issued commanding the Gov- 
ernor, Ting Jih-ch’ang, to investigate 
the case. ‘The appellant having made 
repeated application, in consequence, for a 
hearing, the officer appointed to deal with 
the case, Chung Hung-kw'ei it 


by name, has twice sat for the purpose of 
taking the evidence; but he has not 
allowed a word to be ‘said about the Tao- 
tas proclamations or about the tceacherous 
act of murder committed. Allhe has done 
has been to endeavour to persuade the 
appellant to consent to a dismissal of the 
charge. Appellant hereupon personally

Referred in this manner from pillar 
to post, the case has dragged on intermin- 
ably, with no prospect of redress ; and, 
once more inveighing against Ling’ Ting- 
kwoh as the murderer of her son, and 
declaring that irrefragable proofs of the 
fact are forthcoming, the appellant lodges 
a renewed entreaty for justice in the hands 
of the Censorate. —Rescript again com- 
manding the high authorities of Fuhkien 
to investigate the case, already published.

to sanction some plan for raising a certain 
amount of dues from the native merchants. 
The Taotai personally was only too willing 
to assist in any scheme of the kind, but 
patience was' required to overcome the 
opposition in other quarters. 

In answer to a question from Mr. Weld, 
‘Mr. Kovson said there was no: chance of 
any of the interest due on the debentures 
being paid this year, as there were no funds 
in the Council available for the purpose.

In reply to questions regarding this 
measure,

made by Mr. Kopsch, who drew upadraft of 
regulations and presented it to the meeting 


held on the 9th March, 1877. After a fow 
alterations had been made in it, the Taotai 
forwarded this’ draft to the Governor- 
General at Nanking, and the Governor of 
Kiangsi, for their Excellencies’ approval, 
which was refused. The matter, therefore, 
dropped for a while, but was soon xevived, 
and the Taotai consented to submit it a 
second time to the High authorities, pro- 
vided that, amongst several simply verbal 
changes, two important ones were made, 
:—Ist, that the levy of Dues should be 
altered from a general one on all importa 
and exports, as originally proposed. by Mr. 
Kopsch, to a particular one to be imposed 
upon opium and tea only; the cl 
upon opium not to exceed one tael per 
picul, and on tea, two candareens per picull 
2ndly—That the levy should not go on 
indefinitely, but cease as soon as Ts. 
shall have been collected. 

These points having been conceded, the 
‘Taotai submitted the revised draft to’ the 
Governor-General Shén, and the Governor 
Liu, and was this time successful in obtain- 
ing’their sanction. All that was now ro- 
quired to make the scheme law, was the 
sanction of Her Majesty's Minister, and 
shot is granted the Regulations 
would come into force at once, when, as 
the Council had pointed out in its report, 
the Wharfage Dues formerly paid to it 
will go to the general fund instead, thus 
diminishing the Council's yearly income. 

After some further conversation upon 
the subject, it was

‘That Rule 9, of the General Rales, be 80 
ended as for ten members to form a quorum 
instead of fifteen as at present. 


Mr. Rozrxsox thought the proposed 
change would not be a good one to adopt, 
as they even now found that Share- 
holders were not well represented at the 
meetings. With regard to the difficulty of 
obtaining sufficient members to form a 
quorum, he attributed this to the meetings 
being held at the Racquet Court, which 
‘was at an inconvenient distance, instead of 
at the Club. That was the true secret why 
members did not attend. 

‘Mr. Laxtox objected to hiring a room at 
the Club, when they had their own accom- 
modation for meetings. 

Tn reply to Mr. Carter, the Caamanax 
confirmed Mr. Turnbull as to the difficulty 
that had been experienced in obtaining 
quorums ; and said he remembered two or

three occasions when the meetings had to 
be adjourned in consequence. 

‘Mr. Ropnssox contended that the con- 
sideration of the matter was out of order, 
as no notice had been given of it. General 
meetings were only called to receive and 
pass the accounts; and special notice, ac- 
cording to the rales, had to be given of 
any other business. 

The Carmacan said it had been usual to 
dispose of such business at general meet- 
ings; and he thought Mr. Robinson was 
wrong as to his of the rules. The 
rule he referred to was merely to enable a 
special meeting to be called to transact 
any emergent business that might arise in 
intervals between the general” meetings, 
‘At any rate, six months’ notice had been 
given by Mr. Tumbull of his intention to 
bring the present motion forward at this 
meeting. 

The Secretary read again the clauso in 
the minutes of the last meeting, mention- 
ing the notice given by Mr. Turnbull, 
and Mr. Robinson said he should take that 
to be sufficient notice ; but, according to the 
rules, the resolution should have been 
posted for seven days’ at the Club. 

Mr. Tunweviz would not press his 
motion if it was distasteful to the members 
of the Club; he had only brought it for- 
ward with the view to expedite business 
at the meetings. He did not wish to insist 
upon the number 10, he was quite willing 
to say 12; but experience had taught them 
that 15 was too many to expect to attend a 
meeting, which, in the majority of instances, 
was purely formal. He would substitute 
12 for 10 in his motion ; and he was sure 
that number would be quite as able to look: 
after the interests of the Shareholders as 
15 or even more. 

Mr. Dovatas Joxes seconded the mo- 
tion, which was carried by 10 votes to 2, 

‘Mr. Roprysow asked to havo it put on 
record that he believed the motion was 
irregular. 
‘The Cmamax said thoy would now 
roceed to discuss the suggestions made 
at the end of the Report, and he might re- 
mark at the outset that these were not put 
forward officially, but only to be discussed, 
and an expression of opinion given on 
them. Mr. Wheelock had proposed, at 
the meeting hed this time lait year, that 
tho value of the shares should be reduced 
from Tis. 120 to Tis. 60, but at his (tho 
speaker's) suggestion discussion was then 
deferred, as it was thought far too import 
ant a proposal to be voted on at the same 
meeting at which it was first mentioned. 
Although the market value of the shares 

ras about 75 taels, when the entrance 
fee ($15) was added, a person entering the 
Club had to pay Tis. 86; and the members of 
the Committee, and he belioved most of the 
Shareholders, thought that figuresufficiently 
high to be deterrent. If the value of the 
shares svas reduced to Tis. 60, the actual 
market value on the present basis would 
be about Tis.

Having 
made these few explanatory remarks, he 
would now ak them to discuss the sugges- 
tions, and then give «an expression of 
opinion on them, 
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‘Mr. Rosnisox said he had the same 
objection to offer that he made to the last 
Fetolution ; no notice had been given of a 
proposition in regard to the suggestions, 
and therefore it was impossible to do an} 
thing definito in, regard to them. | They 
might be discussed, but that was all; an 
as to passing any resolution ultimately, he 
would take upon himself to say that such 
aresolution would be positively illegal— 
there was no power in the rules to enter- 
tain any of the suggestions. Certain articles 
of partnership were upon by the 
entlemen who originally constituted the 
Racquet. Club, and members now could 
not, Without the unanimous consent of 
those partners, alter the’ fundamental con- 
stitution ; that is, they could not alter the 
original agreement under which the Club 
was formed. 

‘The Cuaramaw said, taking Mr, Robin- 
son's ruling in its strictest sense, they had 
the alternative of obtaining the consent of 
the original Shareholders, if members were 
in favour of adopting the suggestions ;

ginal Shareholders, and these games of Lawn 
Tennis and Bowls had been purchased by 
the income of the institution they had 
formed. 

‘Mr. Cooren said that debts left behind 
by the original Shareholders had been paid 
by subsequent Shareholders. 

‘Mr. Ronrysox answered that aid not 
alter the case at all. 

‘After some further conversation, 

‘The Cuarmsay said that practically he 
did not think there would be much difli- 
culty in carrying out the suggestions of 
charging a fee of $2.50 for Lawn ‘Tennis, and 
reducing the entrance fee from $! to 

5, if members were in favour of these 
changes, It was in the last degree unlikely 
that any Shareholder would take obstruc- 
tive action, .The reduction in the value 
of the shares was, of course, a great funda- 
mental change ; and it would probably be 
‘unwise to attempt to make it without try- 
ing to obtain the unanimous consent of 
the original Shareholders.

‘THE SHANGHAI RACE CLUB. 


The annual meeting of the Shanghai 
Race Club was held on the 30th ultimo. 
There were present, Messrs. J. Hart 
(in the chair), G. W. Contts, E. G. Low, 
J. M. Ringer, and R, E. Wainewright, 
Stewards; and Messrs. H. de C. Forbes, 
Daniel, Bromley, Hunt, Reynell, Lindsay, 
Myburgh, Lavers, Moore, Paterson, Bell 


Irving, ' Aubert, Fergusson, Meller, 
McMinnies, McLeod, and Barnes Dallas, 
Secretary. 


‘The Secretary having read the notice 
convening the meeting, 

‘The Crrarmsax in opening the business, 
said the accounts had been in the hands of 
members for some time, and it was there- 
fore not necessary to read them now. Ho 
would, however, make a fow remarks on 
several of the items. Members would see 
upon reference that a sum of Tis, 647.50 
had been set apart for repairs to the 
Stand, Stables, &e., and, upon looking 
at an item further down the accounts, they 
would also see that it was reasonable that 
that sum should have been spent, ‘Tho 
Stand was repaired last year, the stones 
relaid, and other necessary work done, 
which of course cost something ; and in 
addition to that, the Stewards had taken 
ina piece of ground outside. There was 
also another matter to which he would 
allude, that of the wages of the shroff. They 
had formerly paid the shroff a sum of 
‘Tis. 18 per month; but in 1877 that was 
reduced to Tis, 8 per month, at which 
the wages now stood. Since then, the 
Secretary had been instructed to endeavour 
to make some arrangement in respect to 
the collection of subscriptions. The Secre- 
tary had made enquiries at the Hongkon; 
and Shanghai Bank, and was informed 
that the shroff could not undertake it for 
less than Tis. 10 per month. ‘The Stewards 
thought that was reasonable, but further 
Shonght it was not immaterial that they 
should have the shroff secured to a smal 
amount. Another subject to which he . 
(the Chairman) desired their attention 
was that of the prizes given Wy the Club. 
During the past two years, the amount 
of prizes given by the Club had been 
steadily increasing—not very largely, it 
was true; but still steadily increasing.” At 
the last Spring meeting, the sum of 
Tis. 4,873 was presented, as against 
‘Tis. 3,890 at the previous Spring meeting ; 
and at the last Autumn meeting, Tis. 4,562 
‘as against Tis. 3,735 at the Autumn meet- 
ing of 1876. ‘Regarding the Stables, 
he thought most members would agree 
that they were a great-improvement on the 
old shanties that formerly stood in their 
place. ‘The new stables were still open to 
improvement, and somenecessary alterations, 
would be made as the Stewards obtained 
the required funds. He mentioned it to 
show that the matter had not escaped the 
attention of the Stewards. The revenue 
account of the Club was pretty much the 
same as it had been during three or four 
years past. Tho number of subscribers 
Was 182 last year 2s against 185 and 188 

former years; and there remained a 
lance in hand,’ after paying expenses, of 
Tis. 1,416.74, on the Sist December last. 
From ‘that amount they, however, had to 
pay the expenses of the band of the French 
‘Admiral’s flagship, Tis. 150, which was not 
provided for in the accounts presented, &e, 














‘The number of shares in the Racecourse 
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was 25, and of that number the Club now 
held 23, one having been purchased re- 
cently, for which also they still had to pay. 
‘There were two more shares still outstand- 
ing, one in the name of Mr. Michie, but all 
trace of the scrip had been lost—no one 
Amew where it was. The other share stood 
in the name of Mr. Whittall, and was 
now in the possession of Messrs. Jardine, 
Blatheson & Co. ‘The Stewards would 
endeavour to obtain those two shares, 
go that the Club might hold them all. 
Respecting further contemplated improve- 
ments, he (the Chairman) might mention 
the condition of the road behind the 
Stand. It was a useful road, and the 
Secretary had received instructions to effect 
an improvement there by any means in 
his power. Then there were the paths in 
the compound, which at present were in a 
very filthy condition. "Tt was thought by 
raising them in the centre the objection 
would be removed, He might add that 
the Stables were insured for Tis. 4,000 
and the Stand itself for ‘ls. 5,000. 
‘There was yet another matter to which he 
begged to cull their attention, especially the 
attention of the owners of race ponies, viz. 
tho improvement of the north-west corner 
of the Racecourse. It hed always been a 
very dangerous turn, und looked very 
uch as though an accident, would happen 
there, He produced a plan showing the 
propésed improvement. ‘The line drawn 
showed tho projected new turn. It was 
proposed to take in a piece of the Re- 
creation Ground, and the Stewards had 
written to the Trustees of the Recreation 
Fund on the subject. It was thought the 
Trustees would not object to allow the 
alteration to be made, If they agreed to 
it, it would improve the course at the 
north-west corner very much. Ho 
thought there were no further observations 
to make, and would therefore beg to 
propose— 
‘That the accounts for 1877 be passed, 
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Tis. 1,416.74 
‘onpes seconded, and the 
motion was carried unanimously. 

The Cuarmsan said the next business 
would be the election of seven Stewards 
for the ensuing year. 

Mr. Low said that Mr. Hitch would

SHANGHAI MARINE ENGINEERS’ INSTITUTE. 


‘The second anniversary of the Shanghai 
Marine Engineers’ Institute was held on 
‘Tuesday evening, in the Assembly Room 
at the Temperance Hall (in which building 
the Institute is at present located.) Mr. 
T, W, Kingsmill officiated as Chairman ; 
and in response to invitations issued by 
‘Mr. J. M. Rogerson, Hon. Sec., on behalf 
of themembers, the large room was nearly 
filled, the audience including a large pro- 
portion of ladies,—No tea or other refresh- 
ments were provided, it having been 
thought better to depend entirely on an 
amateur vocal and instrumental concert, to 
be preceded bya brief address from the 
Chairman, 

‘The Cuarnscan said the Committee of the 
Marine Engineers’ Institute had done him 
the honour of asking him to preside over 
this public meeting of to-night. It was the 
second public meeting that had been held 
in connection with the Institute since its 
inauguration, and he was glad to see the 
room so well filled by members and those 
of their friends who took an interest in 
its welfare. The first meeting was an 
inaugural one, and was held shortly after 
the Institute was commenced. Since that 
period, a year had elapsed ; and during that 
year the Institute had so prospered that it 
might now be said to have become one of 
the institutions of Shanghai. (Applause.) 
Although he was not @ marine engineer 
himself, he yet belonged to a cognate 
branch of engineering ; and, for himself, 
could speak of the services rendered every 
day by members of this Institute. He was 
sorry that the somewhat short notice he had 
received of the day selected for holding the 
meeting, coupled with his abseneo 
Shanghai, had prevented him from bringing 
before them some more interesting subject, 
showing the made by the Institute 
and touching on ‘its future prospects ; but he 
might say that at present there were 76 
paying members on the books, at a sub- 
scription of one dollar per month ; so that 
the income for the year 1877, from sub- 
scriptions and entrance fees, amounted to 
$1,285.86 ; while the expenditure had been 
$1,251.17. Since the last annual meeting, 
another room had been added to the Insti- 
tute, which had been furnished with an 
English billiard-table and the requisite 
other furniture, at a cost of $410; other- 
wise the Institute would have had a pretty 
large balance to its credit. An insurance 
on the furniture and books of the Institute 
had been effected for the sum of Tis. 1,500. 
‘The Library now contained upwards of 
1,500 volumes, mostly works pertaining to 
engineering. ‘Some of the very best and 
latest works had been recently added. 
‘The whole of the Library was presented by 
a few members of tho Institute. This, said 
the Chairman, was a very good feature of 
the Institute, and deserved the highest 
commendation, Applause.) When in 
Shanghai last year, one of the members 
presented $500 to the Institute, to be 
expended in books; and since then other 
members had come forward in a similar 
liberal way, so that now the Library was 
doth extensive and good. Since the 
formation of the Institute, a little over 

















two years ago, upwards of 100 members 
had joined. “About 24 of that number had 
ine’ gone home, and others had departed 
this life. ‘There were, however «number 
of marine engineers constantly running to 
and from Shanghai, who had not yet be- 
come members, ‘To all of these in port, 
invitations to be present at this anniver- 
sary had been sent, and it was gratifying 
to believe that several were present, (Hear, 
hear.) When they saw what the Institute 
had “done during the past year, and 
also what their friends had been’ doing 
for it during the same period, it was 
not unlikely that they would also join and 
lend a helping hand to forward the well- 
being of so truly valuable an institution as 
this. (Applause.) Of course, the more 
members there ‘were, the more money 
could be spent in conveniences, furniture, 
and general amusements, If they would 
only pull one and all together, next year 
they might even be in possession of com- 
modious premises of their own. He Hoped 
something of this kind would come to pass, 
‘To-night there remained little more for 
him to say. They were all more or less 
indebted to marine engineers for the sl 
and anxiety which men in that capacity 
were required to display from morning 
to night when on duty—to listen to the 
slightest sound—to detect tho slightest 
defective motion—in the action of the 
machinery under their charge, in order 
that passengers and cargo might be carried 
safely over the longest distances, (Loud 
cheors.) 

Tho ‘concert was then proceeded with, 
the programme containing no fewer than 
ten vocal and instrumental selections. 
Songs wero given by Messrs. MoUolo, 
Good, Lamond, Quinton, and D Campbell ; 
Mr. J. M. Rogerson recited, in character, 
the well-known speech of Serjeant Buzfuz j 
and Mr. Loam played a flute solo in his 
usual masterly manner. The programme 
ranged from “‘grave to gay, From livel 
to severe,” and everything ‘was encored, 
‘Mr. Loam receiving ‘the distinction of a 
double recall, to which he responded by 
playing some other selections in truly 
artistic style, being well accompanied on 
the piano by Mr. Beattie. Mr. Iburg 
accompanied the vocalists, and altogether 
the concert was both varied and goo 

At the close, on the motion Mr. Buyers, 
a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to 
Mr. Kingsmill for presiding, to which that 
gentleman briefly responded, and the meet- 
ing separated.

FUNERAL OF THE LATE MR. J, BROADHURST 
TOTAL, 

On Tuesday, the remains of the Inte 
Mr, J. Broadhurst Total were carried to 
their last resting-place in the New Cometery, 
‘The time appointed was half-past three 
p.m., and, though the day was bitterly 
cold,’ and ‘was moreover one of the holi- 
days observed during the Chinese Now 
Year, when all business is suspended and 
many residents are absent on excursions 
upcountry, there was a numerous as- 
semblage present, including representatives 
of nearly all the commercial houses in the 
Settlement, the professions, &c, 

Many of those present had’ personally 
known the deceased throughout his length- 
ened residence at Hongkong and Shanghai, 
while others were there who remembered 
him in his earlier days as a merchant both 
at home and in Melbourne— all anxious, 
by their presence at the final ceremony, 
to testify their esteem for his character 
as well as to show respect to the memory 
of one who had proved himself a truc- 
hearted friend and kindly gentleman, 

The time having arrived for the per- 
formance of the obsequies, the congregation 
gathered in the Mortuary Chapel, which 
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was almost filled; and the Very Rev. 
‘Dean Butcher proceeded to read the open 
ing portions of the solemn service for 
the dead. The coffin, which lay on a bier 
in front of the reading desk, was covered 
with black cloth, the furniture being also 
lack. It was covered with a pall, and on 
the lid rested two large wreaths of cypress. 
The plate bore the inscription, “J. 
Broapuvnsr Toorar, died at Shanghai, 
Feb, Srd, 1878. Aged 59 years.” 

‘The firat portion of the impressive burial 
service of the Church of England having 
been concluded, the bearers—eight in 
number, comprising some of the deceased’s 
oldest friends and members of the office 
staff—ranged themselves around the coffin. 
and, taking the coffin up on the bier, 
bore it to the grave, preceded by the Dean, 

“and followed hy the congregation in solemn 
silence. 

Arrived at the grave, the bearers and 
other friends of the deceased grouped them- 
selves around, and, bareheaded, listened 
to tho solemn words of the concluding 
portion of the service; at the termination 
of which many of those present lingered 
until the covering stones of the vault were 
sealed, before taking their departure.

opium be so detrimental to the mental an: 
bodily faculties as its enemies declare. 
‘The writer appears to know very little 
about the subject on which he would 
enlighten the world ; but to most of the 
members of the Anti-Opium Association, it 
is by this time a well-known fact that the 
evil effects of opium can, in some cases, be 
kept in check for a considerable period by 
those who can afford abundance of good 
food or stimulating drinks. 

Possibly this is the case with Lin Hien. 

‘To quote, therefore, such an exceptional 
case, as in any way ‘availing to counter- 
balance the tremendous weight of evidence 
on the other side, is, if I may venture to 
say so, scarcely honest, though it may be 
both clover and opportune in the present 
critical state of the opium trade. 

I may perhaps mention here two 
cases of official ‘activity and ability,” 
under the influence of opium, which have 
come under my own observation. A 
native friend of mine had occasion to 
call on a District Magistrate on important 
business. He was obliged to go eight 
times before an interview could be 
obtained, the able and intelligent “public 
servant” being on each occasion under the 
effects of his favourite drug. This same 
native gentleman was recently occupied a 
whole day at a yamén ona very small and 

- trifling affair. I asked him the reason for 
the long delay. “Oh” he replied, “every 
one in the yamén smokes opium; and no 
‘business could be done till very late.” 

‘With reference to other statements in 
your leading article which I thus make bold 
to criticise, I may remark that though

denunciation of the use of the drug and 
in the suggestion of sharp measures with 
the trade, is now struggling hard to 
persuade itself and its readers that that 
habit is moral and innocuous,t which its 
victims will never believe to be other than 
a plague and a crime.
